REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record shows or renders obvious the devices of claims 33, 34, 35, and 
method of claim 36, specifically: 

2. Claim 33 requires said pressing apparatus to comprise a pressing force 
applicator for applying a pressing force corresponding to the torque to be transmitted 
and first and second pressing apparatus parts, the first pressing apparatus part 
requiring a shorter reaction time than the second pressing apparatus part. 

3. Claim 34 requires said pressing apparatus to comprise a pressing force 
applicator for applying a pressing force corresponding to the torque to be transmitted 
and first and second pressing apparatus parts, the first pressing apparatus part 
providing a first pressing force that is greater than or equal to a net pressing force to be 
provided by said pressing apparatus, the second pressing apparatus part reducing the 
pressing force provided by the first pressing apparatus part. 

4. Claim 35 requires said pressing apparatus to comprise a pressing force 
applicator for applying a pressing force corresponding to the torque to be transmitted 
and first and second pressing apparatus parts, the first pressing apparatus part 
requiring a shorter reaction time than the second pressing apparatus part. 

5. Claim 36 requires the steps of operating the pressing apparatus with a first 
operating condition-pressing force characteristic curve that has a first average slope 
between an at rest position of the friction gear and a first operating condition; and 
operating the pressing apparatus with a second operating condition-pressing force 
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characteristic curve that has a second average slope between the first operating 
condition and a second operating condition; wherein the first average slope is different 
from the second average slope.
